He  be¬ 
came  diftratited,  and,  in  one  of  the  pa- 
roxyfms,  threw  his  body  on  the  ground, 
and  falling  with  his  face  downward^  the 
external  concufTion  co*operating  with 
the  force  of  his  difeai'e,  his  tides  fplit, 
and  his  intrails  burti  out.  Thus  he  be¬ 
came  his  own  executioner.  Matthew, 
In  a  tingle  word/*  gives  his  readers  Ji> 
das's  diftemper  which  was  the  caufe  of 
his  fuicide;  and  Peter,  in  his  fpeech, 
recites  the  then  well  known  manner  and 
circumllances  of  his  woeful  exit. 

To  one  whofe  faith  is  rational,  and 
built  folely  upon  the  facred  foundation, 
this  is  the  belt  account  of  his  life  and 
end.  Since  Judas's  departure  to  the 
place  he  merited,,  paany  fucli  have  ap¬ 
peared,  and  more  we  may  expeft  until 
the  grand  arcbiepifcopal  vifitation.  Let 
us  abhor  their  praAices,  and  compaf- 
(ionate  their  miferable  tituation.  Judas's 
portrait,  as  drawn  in  the  gofpcl,  is  fuffi- 
cient  to  excite  an  everlafting  horror  in 
the  human  breaft  againft  covetoufRefs, 
envy,  and  ever|||nfcrnal  appetite.

abfurdity  to  lay  claim  to  it  as  our  own; 
however,  1  do  not  iiihfl  upon  this  at  pie- 
fent,.  but  have  no  doubt  that  if  the  mat¬ 
ter  were  taken  properly  into  conlidcrati- 
on  by  hich  of  the  heritors  as  arc  real 
friends  to  the  kirk,  they  would  willing¬ 
ly  yield  up  their  title  to  the  interior  part 
of  the  walla,  or  at  lead  w'ould  giant  a 
life-rent  fervitude  upon  it  to  their  paf- 
tor;  this  would,  in  many  parts  of  the 
country,  be  a  very  great  addition  to  the 
ftipend;  for  fuppofing  that  each  family 
paid  but  a  penny  a-wcek  for  their  feats, 
this  would,  upon  the  above  calculation  of 
200  families  in  each  parifh,  amount  to 
43  1.  6  s*  Sd.  a-ycar ;  and  this  I  do 
not  think,  in  any  one  fiogle  pariih,  would 
be  reckoned  the  fmalicft  hirdlhip;  nei¬ 
ther  could  it  affedf  any  of  the  heritors, 
who  would  lofe  nothing  but  the  pleafure 
of  giving  their  tenants  a  feat,  or  drawing 
a  pitiful  pittance  as  the  rent  of  it* 

If  Iheie  arrangements,  or  what  you 
plcafc  to  call  them,  fliall  appear  to  be 
fviunded  upon  an  impracticable  plan,  or 
are  liable  to  objection,  1  fhall  not  think  of 
pawning  my  ip/e  dixit,  or  be  deaf  to  lb- 
lid  arguments;  but  1  hope  they  will  be 
more  replete  with  common  fenfe  than 
the  amaring  plan  of  your  former  corref- 
pondent,  whole  ^rdon  1  beg  if  1  have 
(aid  any  thing  to  oifend.

S  I  R, 

IbJinetimes  glance  over  the  fublcri]^ 
tions  of  your  corrcipondcnts  before 
1  read  their  eflays,  and  was  not  a  little 
picafed  to  fee,  in  your  Magazine,  P.  $s* 
a  gentleman  who  figns  hiinfelf  Friend 
to  the  Clergy  and  Heritor, — Said  1  to 
mytclf.  There  is  no  little  need  of  this; 
and  io  1  fell  to  read,  or  rather  to  devouc 
what  this  fame  friend  bad  to  fay;  but 
when  I  got  through  hfin,  I  could  not 
help  excliiining,  ISlon  tali  auxitio,  net 
defenjoribus  ijlis  teixpus  eget.  If  I 
remember  right  (for  it  was  a  borrowed 
Magazine  1  had),  this  gentleman  afligoi 
two  reafons  for  the  poverty  of  the  clergy, 
viz*  debts  contracted  previous  to  their 
getting  a  living;  and  again  luxury;  aiHl 
concludes  with  threatening  them  with 
contempt  if  they  do  not  relieve  their  he¬ 
ritors  of  the  burden  of  keeping  their 
manfes  and  office- houfes  in  repair. 

As  to  the  firfi  of  thefe,  it  was  werj 
kind  of  him  to  devife  a  plan,  by  which 
all  probationers,  who  kept  free  of  debt 
before,  would  be  plunged  ov^r  head  and 
ears  in  debt  upon  the  very  day  of  their 
fettlement,  by  ^ing  fubjeCted,  as  he  will 
have  it, to  pay  melioration  for  every  dale- 
end  that  their  predecedbrs  employed.— 
In  the  courfe  of  his  narrative,  he  tells 
us  very  gravely,  that  “  though  the  !if 
vings  of  the  clergy  arc  not  in  general 
too  much,  yet  they  are  fi.mcie at  enough, 
luxury  apart.”  There  is  reafoa  to  be 
thankful  that  they  are  not  Icfs,  and  that 
they  are  better  lecurcd  than  to  depend 
upon  fpecuUtion  or  caprie-,*.  I  believe 
it  will  be  no  mifiake  to  infer,  that  this 
correrpondent  of  yours  is  no  clergyman, 
but  rather  one  of  thofe  gentry  common¬ 
ly  called  lairdt,  who  finds  his  table 
plentifully  fupplied  by  cuifoms  and  ca- 
fuaUies,  without  the  trouble  of  putting 
his  hand  to  his  pocket,  and  therefore 
has  no  other  ufe  for  his  money  but  to 
make  himfclf  and  family  go  gay.  Were 
he  of  the  order,  he  would  foon  find  out 
that  the  widow's  fund,  cummunion  ele¬ 
ments,  with  theyxpcnceof  preibyteries 
and  fynods,  would  run  away  with  a- 
bout  15 1.  of  the  60 1.  without  the  aid  uf 
luxury  at  all.  The  minifier  cannot  have 
Id's  than  three  fervants,  and  luppolc 
their  maintenance  to  come  oif  the  glebe* 
their  wages  and  ibocs,  which  canuot  be 
under  24 1.  racb^  miifl  come  out  of  the 
(Upepd.  \YiU  nut  he  sad  hii  wife  need 


at  Icaft  5I.  rach  forcloithi,  linen  and 
Ihoe?  ?  There  is  a  remainder  of  31  I.  8  «. 
to  keep  his  family  on.  In  the  name  of 
common  fenfe,  what  bufinefs  hat  the 
word  luxury  to  he  mentioned  in  the 
fame  breath  with  thi*?  fum?  If  the  mini* 
ftcr*t  wife,  by  dint  of  (economy,  can  pre- 
fent  a  clean  table-cloath,  and  tvo  ♦.r 
three  plain,  wcU-drtfled  dilhes  on  Sun¬ 
day,  candour,  I  think,  w<  uld  fay  that  fhc 
eleferved  a  better  living,  aad  not  fuppofe 
that  the  fared  e«|iially  fump^uoufly  every 
tlay,  when  molt  probably  .he  fiagmcnts 
of  the  Sunday’s  dinner  arc  the  beft  part  tif 
the  family’s  provifion  for  half  the  week. 

No  doubt  the  ordinary  run  of  liipcnds 
in  Scotland  were  handfomc  enough  al¬ 
low  anc<6  4t  the  time  they  were  clubl'lh- 
ed;  but  1  hope  every  hody  wtll  adow 
that  60  1.  then  was  at  lealt  equal  to  90 1. 
row.  Is  this  alteration  in  ’he  price  of 
provinoni  auy  fault  of  the  clergy?  and 
arc  there  not  more  men  of  that  order, 
who  have  not  yet  raifcd  their  wages, 
than  of  any  other  order  of  men  in  the 
kingdom  ?  But  wc  are  told,  “  that  the 
clergy  of  Scotland  touch  more  money 
than  the  fame  number  of  any  other  cler¬ 
gy  doing  their  duty  in  the  world.”  W'  hat 
does  he  mean  here?  Would  he  infinuate, 
that,  bccaufe  they  do  their  duty,  they 
ought  therefore  to  be  content  with  lels 
wages  and  worTe  lodgings  than  if  they 
did  it  not  ?  The  language  Icx^ks  lulpici- 
ous  to  me  I  confefp. 

Perhaps,  by  this  time,  yru  will  be  apt 
to  tell  me,  that,  i/1  willi  the  clergy  wxll, 
it  is  ftrange  to  hear  me  cavil  at  a  man 
who  proftUes  himfelf  iheir  friend,  and 
wants  to  add  to  their  ivings:  At  ti?neo 
Dunaoj  hue  Jena  ftrentes.  1  fuppofe 
no  foorer  would  this  addition  be  made, 
than  he  and  others  would  have  it  to  pafs 
for  an  augmentation  of  ftipend,  without 
confidering  that  ten  or  fifteen  years  muft 
pafs  before  the  incumbent  can  lealize  a 
penny  of  if,  if  he  does  juftice  to  his  ha¬ 
bitation  :  and  is  the  next  incumbent  to 
be  faddlcd  with  all  this?  A  very  hopeful 
feheme  for  him  ! — Could  not  the  gentle¬ 
man  devife  any  way  at  all  of  bettering 
the  clergy’s  livings,  except  at  the  cxpercc 
of  the  inoft  comfortable  thing  in  their 
lot,  #.  r.  their  manfes  ?  I  can  afl'urc  him, 
Kfoie  hi^  plan  lakes  place,  he  will  find 
there  are  fome  of  the  cloth  who  will  not 
fell  their  birthright  for  a  mefs  of  pottage. 

It  will  not  be  denied  that  there  arc 
^rcat  abu/es  committed  in  buildirtg  and 
lf|»a;ilng  manfes,  Ibough,!  am  very  fpre, 


there  r«  left  of  that  in  cafes  where  the  clergy 
themielves  are  undertakers  than  in  moft 
others;  but  it  is  feldom  they  are  indul¬ 
ged  in  thi‘* ;  for  the  moft  part  one  of  the 
p  orcr  heritors,  or  lome  fadlor  or  depen¬ 
dent  of  the  principal  heritor  in  the  pa- 
rilh,  is  named  undertaker;  fo  the  work 
is  patched  up,  and  he  makes  a  good  job 
of  it.  Is  it  <iny  wonder  then  that  a  re¬ 
paration  is  fo  toon  wanted  again?  At 
for  thofe  manfes  that  require  the  fine 
furniture  your  corrcfponcjcnt  feems  fo 
angry  at,  I  believr  they  cxift  chiefly  in 
hisown  fancy;  at  leaft  they  arc  hardly 
known  with  us  in  the  north,  except  in  a 
very  few  inftanccs,  where  the  heritors 
take  a  pride  in  accommodating  their 
miritier  better  than  their  neighbours. 
VV^ith  iu>  lour  rooms  and  two  fmall  do- 
fets  make  the  whole  of  a  miriftcr’s  ac¬ 
commodation.  Suppofe  him  to  have  a 
kitchen  without,  which  it  not  always 
the  cafe,  one  of  the  low  rooms  is  hit 
cellar,  the  other  his  own  and  wife's 
fleepihg-room ;  a  clofet,  motliy  under 
the  (lair,  is  the  place  to  pack  his  bairns 
in,  though  he  had  a  dozen.  Here  is  the 
ground  fiat  laid  out.  Of  the  two  rooms 
above  ftairp,  one  muft  be  a  public  room ; 
the  clofct,  alfo  under  the  garret-ftair,  is 
the  m;nifter*8  ftudy:  One  fpare  room 
then  is  all  that  he  has  to  furnilh  out  in 
the  elegant  manner  that  feems  fo  difa- 
grt cable  to  your  correfpondent.  A  poof 
inheritance  indeed  1  thongli  he  (hould 
be  able  to  lay  in  a  bed,  half  a  dozen 
wooden  chairs,  w  ith  a  cht  (I  of  drawers  for 
keeping  his  owm  (hirts  and  his  wife’s  bo¬ 
dy  linen,  in  tbit  fame  room. 

1  fancy  I'll  do  as  well  to  tell  you  that 
I  am  a  clergyman.  I  have  the  honour  to 
be  of  the  number;  but  I  have  neither 
60 1.  ftipend,  nor  a  comfortable  manie. 
The  latter,  however,  1  expe^  to  get 
foon,  without  troubling  the  cemplai^ 
Jance  of  the  commiflioners  for  planta¬ 
tion  of  kirks.  Here  is  another  of  his 
phrafes  that  di  plcafes  me.  Inftances 
could  be  given  of  very  great  harfhnefs 
(hown  to  the  clergy  by  that  court ;  an4 
I  would  have  the  gentleman  to  know, 
that  not  their  lordfhip’s  cotnplmJmn€t% 
but  the  laws  which  they  arc  enjoined  to 
inforce,  is  our  fecurity  for  our  livings  a^ 
our  lodgings.  - 

I  give  you  leave  to  arrange  thefe  rough 
hints  in  any  order  yA  fhrafe,  provided 
you  allow  them  a  plack,  and  am,  -

The  pradlicc  of  mankind  very  cafily  for- 
oiOies  anfwers  to  thefe  queries.  It  were 
however,  in  my  opinion,  not  an  ufelefa 
inquiry,  though  T  am  apt  to  think  it 
would  not  be  very  pleafant  for  fuch  an 
one  as  above  deferibed,  to  weigh  candid¬ 
ly  the  motives  which  induce  his  feeming 
admirers  to  load  him  with  encomiums.

For  as  certainly  a®  nucaith  gives 
acceptance  and  grace  to  all  its  pc  i]c!ri?r 
iayt  cr  does,  fo  poverty  creates  difef- 
tcem,  fcorn  and  prejudice  to  all  the  un¬ 
dertakings  of  the  indigent.  The  perfon 
who  labours  under  a  itvere  fitol  iicknefs 
ii  intiicly  ir.c  tpabie  of  doing  the  liTiallcft 
fervice  cither  to  himrelf  ‘»r  Ins  friends, 
fo  likewile  is  the  nccciljtous  rrHii;  itid 
in  this  lelpt*.'!  they  arc  vqi.al  ;  but  how 
abjttft  is  the  line  of  the  Utter  ctnnparcd 
with  that  of  Ihe  fortner  1  The  one  is 
ti rated  with  foftntfi.  afui  cuinp^fnon, 
and,  in  order  t(»  explore  the  enne  »*f  h.is 
ficknefs,  the  phyfician  tenderly  feel*  the 
quickened  pu’.te,  while  the  beholder 
niingles  lv)vc  with  fympttivzing  tear?. — 
The  other,  as  if  infect  s  lodged,  in  his 
looks,  is  an  obj.^ft  t  f  d.ld'in.  Or,  if  at 
any  tune  they  ll^op  \o  rtiitve  his  wants,

•whom,  aUs !  has  he  this  treatment?* 
From  a  creature  that  has  only  the  fupply 
«f,  but  not  an  exemption  from  the  wants 
for  which  he  defpiles  him.  Yet  fuch  is 
the  un.accviuntablo  inf»>lcncc  of  man,  thal 
be  will  not  fee  that  h  who  is  fiipported, 
u  In  the  fame  el  tUof  natural  ncceflity 
with  tht  who  w.ints  a  fuppc»rt,and  to  be 
hitped  implies  to  be  indigent.  In  a 
word,  after  all  you  can  Uy  of  a  man, 
conclude  that  he  ii  r/c/',  and  yon  have 
made  him  friends ;  nor  have  you  utterly 
rverthrown  a  man  in  the  world’s  opini- 
€>i»,  till  >on  have  Hid  he  is  pC9r,  This 
is  the  tmplnlieal  cxprclhon  of  praife 
and  h!a\'::\  for  men  fo  ftiipidly  forget 
their  natural  impc  tencc  and  want,  that 
fiehci  and  puvirty  have  taken,  in  our  i- 
inaginati<»n,  the  place  of  innocence  and 
guilt''  V'ftuc  and  merit  aic,  however, 
pianC' worthy,  and  iuHly  ituitled  to  our 
cltcem,  in  whatever  tiation  the  pofiefTor 
is  placed. 

When  I  firll  began  to  obferve  that 
mankind  were  carefTtd  in  proporltoa  to

d«ire  had  been  a  modern  prejudice,  K 
little  recolledion,  however,  loon  convin* 
ced  me  of  my  miftake.  That  it  is  a  ve¬ 
ry  antient  pradfice,  the  fate  of  Job  af¬ 
fords  a  ftrikiog  proof.  Allow  me  to 
quote  a  few  pafiages  from  that  moft  fu- 
biime  piecj*  of  compofition:  “  When 

*  (Uys  he)  I  walhed  my  Reps  in  butter, 
‘  and  the  rock  poured  me  out  rivers  of 
‘  oil;  the  young  men  faw  me  and  hid 
‘  thcmiclvcs,  and  the  aged  arofc  and 
‘  lto;^d  up.  The  p-^inccs  refrained  tal-

That  his  opulence  was  the  true  motive 
wl5v  all  this  irfptd  was  paid  him,  is  cyi- 
dent  from  the  treatment  he  met  with  in 
his  aJvei  lity :  “  But  now?  (continues  he  ) 

*  they  that  ate  younger  than  I  have^mc 

*  in  dcrifion;  1  am  their  fong,  yea,  1  am 
‘  their  bye- word.  They  abhor  me, 

*  they  flee  far  from  me,  and  fpare  not  to 
‘  fpit  in  my  face.  Upon  my  right  hand 
‘  rife  the  youth,  they  pufl)  away  my 
‘  feet,  and  raife  up  againft  me  the  W’ays 
‘  of  dcTirudi'tn.”  Thus  we  fee  that  in 
thofc  rally  ages  nuealth  had  made,  as  it 
ftill  continues  to  do,  many  friends;  and 
when  once  a  man,  as  I  noticed  above,  it 
reduced  from  affluence  to  indigencc,tlic 
world  commonly  treats  him  as  if  he 
were  alio  deprived  of  his  reafon.  Eve¬ 
ryone’s  metnoiy  will  furnilh  him  with 
examples  fuffleient  to  corroborate  -this 
obfervalion.  A  very  important  Uilcovc- 
rr,  however,  may  be  made  from  fuch. a 
reverfe  of  fortune,  though  I  believe  frvr 
would  wilh  for  an  opportunity  to  make 
the  trial,  viz.

7^IM  Beaufort  is  one  of  thofc  beings 
who,  without  being  endued  with 
any  one  quality  which  could  render  him 
an  obje<5l  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
wife  and  good,  feemed  neverthelefs  to 
be  marked  out  by  fate  for  a  feries  of 
good  fortune,  which  many  both  of  the 
good  and  wife  are  Grangers  to. 

T‘m  was  born  of  mean  parents  in  the 
north  of  England,  and  was  fuppoied  in 
truth  to  be  pofltflTed  but  of  mean  abili¬ 
ties.  lie  had,  neverthelefs,  a  kind  of 
low  cunning,  which  in  many  trifling  af¬ 
fairs  enabled  him  to  over-reach  his  com¬ 
panions;  but  fuch  matters  were  regard¬ 
ed  as  of  little  confequence,  and  by  no 
means  thoght  to  be  prefages  of  his  future 
greatnefs.

Now,  I  mean  to  prevent  the  outre  no¬ 
tions  fuch  a  book  might  propagate,  and 
to  advance  a  few  arguments  in  confuta¬ 
tion  of  his  axioms,  as  well  as  other  rca- 
fonings  and  abfurdities.  In  the  firft 
place,  1  don’t  fee  what  bufinefs  either  na¬ 
ture,  common  fenfe,  or  reafon,  has  to  do 
with  our  heads  or  heels,  or  that  the  fub- 
jeCts  of  taltc  (hould  be  cramp’d  with 
thofe  rules  that  direCt  the  hotions  of  mo¬ 
ral  right  and  wrong.  The  gentleman 
then  proceeds  to  his  chapter  on  heels, 
of  which,  fince  thefe  muft  be,  four  kinds 
might  comprehend,  and  anfwcr  all 
the  different  purpofes  they  might  be  ap¬ 
plied  to;  and,  in  the  formation  of  which, 
much  benefit  would  have  accrued  to  the 
fabricators,  had  they  been  a  little  more 
converfant  in  architecture;  and  then  mo- 
liei'tly  propofes  the  following: 

Firft,  The  faltator^  or  jumping  heel. 
Thib  is  one  of  the  higheft  order,  and  is 
compared  to  the  Corinthian,  where 
lightnefs,  height,  and  ncatndi,  is  moft 
nectffary,  as  he  infinuates  they  ought  on¬ 
ly  to  l^  ufed  on  dancing  occafiont, 
where  pride,  vanity,  and  good  fpiriti. 
Tike  a  negative  ballaft,  makes  us  then  re¬ 
quire  lefs  fupport  from  the  uudcrftan- 
ding. 

Secondly, The  caleeus  domeflicus  is  in¬ 
tended  for  all  the  purpofes  of  viliting,  by 
pops  or  half  days,  going  to  church, 
routs,  or  plays,  and  ought  to  be  regula¬ 
ted  by  the  Ionic  order,  as  requiring  fomc 
ftrength,  and  a  few  ornaments. 

Thirdly,  Exputialor,  or  walking  (hoe: 
the  Tufean  order  begs  to  be  ad*nitted  to 
a  (hare  in  this  heel,  as  it  is  pretty  much 
of  the  mafeuline  gender. 

Fourthly,  Cothurnus,  or  morning  flip¬ 
per,  formed  from  the  proportions  of  the 
Doric  order,  very  proper  in  undrefs,, cal¬ 
ling  the  maid,  putting  out  a  caadle,  and 
ma‘ny  other  conveniepcics. 

I  think  it  no  difficult  matter  to  fhew 
how  foolifiily  he  talks  in  all  nice  di- 
ftindions.  I  fay  it  is  impnffible  far  a  la¬ 
dy  to  dance  well  without  high  heels;  nay, 
1  appeal  to  every  gentleman  of  good 
tafte,  whether  or  not ^  neat  foot  ig  aa  or¬ 


nament,  and  if  that  is  pofiible  without  a* 
high  heel ;  beftdes,  a  diamond  buckle 
would  be  in  vain,  placed  in  the  obliviona* 
ting  corner  of  a  flat  foot.  In  (hort,  they 
make  large  feet  look  fmall,  and  little  fleet 
lei’s,  which,  I  am  fure,  is  not  contradicto¬ 
ry  to  nature.  The  domeflicus  is  nonfenfe; 
fo  he,  and  the  good  ladies  of  forty  and 
upwards,  may  hobble  on  them  to  the 
tune  of  antiquity,  but  I  am  certain,  no 
lady  of  either  I'pirit  or  tafte  will  ever 
lofe  half  an  inch  (be  can  have  by  her 
heels.  The  expatiator  is  more  ftrange 
(till ;  he  fays  it  may  do  for  going  up  a 
hill,  but  coming  down  is  dangerous.  1 
deny  it,  and  can  eafily  convince  any  per- 
fon,  that  it  is  only  a  blunder  of  prejudice 
to  think  fo.  Every  young  lady  learns  at 
an  early  period  of  life  to  wear  high  heels, 
and  her  feet  grow  fuaccuftomed  to  their 
ufe,  that  it  ^comes  difficult  to  go  with¬ 
out  them,  which  1  and  others  have  often 
experienced,  when  the  finews  of  my  heel 
have  been  fo  fore  with  one  night’s  wal¬ 
king  on  low  (hoes,  as  can  hardly  be  ima¬ 
gined.  lu  going  up  a  hill,  they  may

ROPE,  particutariy^  Copenhagen, 
Stockholm,  and  Pclcriburgh.  By 
N.  Wraxall,  y'tf/i.  One  volume,

IN  this  work,  which  is  written  in  the 
epiftolary  flilc,  the  author  gives  a  de- 
fcription  of  the  genius  of  the  inhabitants, 
the  police,  curiolities,  &c.  of  the  feveral 
places  he  vifited,  with  entertaining  re¬ 
marks* 

M-  Wraxall  gives  the  following  ac¬ 
count  of  feme  of  the  curiofitics  which  he 
thought  worthy  of  obfervation  at  Copen¬ 
hagen  : 

I  Copenhagen^  /^pril i$y 

i  “  I  HAVE  been  here  near  a  week,  and 
^  begin  to  find  that  a  ftranger  may  I'pend 
his  time  not  unpleafantly. 

“  1  was  accompanied  this  morning,  by 
two  gentlemen,  to  count  Moltck's  pa¬ 
lace.  It  is  very  fplendid,  and  a  fine  tafte 
is  (hewn  in  the  colledlion  of  the  paint¬ 
ings  which  cover  the  grand  drawing¬ 
room.  They  arc  as  much  fuperior  in 
excellence,  as  they  arc  inferior  in  num¬ 
ber,  tA  thofe  I  have  fecn  in  the  king's  ca¬ 
binet  of  curiofitics;  or,  as  it  is  called 
here,  the  Mufeum.  This  laft  I  have  like- 
wife  feen  once;  but  as  1  intend  revifiting 
it,  and  it  contains  a  number  of  curious 
and  extraordinary  produdtions  peculiar 
to  the  DaniCh  dominions,  l  ihall  mention 
it  by  and  bye  in  a  future  letter^ 

“  The  round  tower  here  is  very  fingular. 
—It  was  built  by  Chrifiian  the  IVth,  un¬ 
der  whom  the  celebrated  Tycho  Brahe^ 
fiourilhed,  and  defigned  for  an  obferva- 
tory.— There  is  not  a  ftep  in  it,  though 
very  lofcy.— You  afccnd  by  a  fpiral  road, 
of  near  fourteen  feet  broad,  from  the 
bottom  to  its  fummit.  A  profcflbr,  who 
(hewed  me  over  it,  afifured  me,  that  one 
of  their  kings,  Chriftian  the  Vth,  as  I  rc- 
collecft,  drove  in  bis  carriage  up  and 
down  it;  and  he  even  produced  a  book, 
as  I  doubted  it,  to  prove  the  veracity  of 
his  afiPertion.  I  muft  own  it  may  be 
done,  though  probably  at  fomc  rilk  of  the 
driver's  neck. 

“  Every  perfon  of  fafliion  here  fpeaks 
French,  and  many  of  them  £nglj(h.  The 
gcQtleoicQ  of  the  army  and  navy  in  par¬ 


ticular  are  almoft  univcrfally  ufed  td 
thefe  languages : — they  arc,  at  Icaft  fevc- 
Til  of  them  with  whom  thave  fallen  irtto 
company,  extremely  difpofed  to  treat  t 
ftranger  with  every  mark  of  urbanity  and 
politenefs.  One  of  them  has  already 
promifed  to  accompany  me  over  the  i(^ 
land  of  Zealand,  and  to  be  my  conduc¬ 
tor  on  a  tour  I  propofe  making  to  fee  the 
royal  palaces ;  and  I  am  engaged  to-mor-  . 
row  morning  with  two  others,  to  view  a 
private  colleiftiori  of  natoral  curiofitics, 
which  I  am  told  is  made  with  great  taftd 
and  judgment. 

“  The  weather  is  ftill  very. cold  hcrct 
we  have  had  hail  almoft  every  day  fince  ’ 
my  arrival ;  nor  are  there  yet  any  marka 
of  that  fwcet  feafon,  which  the  Italiana 
fo  juftly  denominate  the  gioventa  del 
annot  but  which  is  prfetty  much  un¬ 
known  to  Daniih  poets.  Indeed,  I  ap¬ 
prehend  the  year  is  more  properly  divU 
ded  here  into  the  fummer  and  winter, 
than  as  with  us  into  four '  feafons.  A 
(hort  fummer  fuccceds  to  the  long  ferica 
of  cold  and  darknefs,  which'  environa 
them  from  Oiftobcr  till  April;  and,  during 
this  period,  they  often  experience  very  ‘ 
great  heats  for  a  few  days,  or  fometimea 
weeks.  Certainly  man  is  much  affe^ed 
by  phyfieal  caufes,  and  one  is  not  fur- 
prized  to  find  the  elegant 'arts  chiefly 
confined  to  luxurious  and  fouthern  dir 
mates,  and  faintly  railing  their  heads  a- 
mid  thefc.fnowy  and  inhofpitable  regi¬ 
ons,  where  the  inhabitants  feem  in  fume 
degree  ta.  partake  of  the  afperitics*of^ 
their  foil,  and  where  royal  munificence, 
how’cver  unbounded,  can  only  raifea  few 
fickly  and  draggling  plants*  . 

“  They  fccin  to  have  a  great  turn  for 
politics-  here,  and  as  it  may  not  t>e  quite 
fo  fafe  to  infped  too  deeply  intothecon- 
dud  of  their  own  fovcrcign  and  ftatef- 
rocn,  they  make  themfcives  fonie  a- 
mends  by  interefting  themfelvcs  in  tho(e 
of  the  Engliik  nation*  I*  am  alked  a 
thoufand  queftions  herci  in  every  com¬ 
pany,  about  the  inhabitvits  of  Boftbn, 
and  relative  to  the  f^aft-  India  '^afiaifs. 
They  are  unanimous  in  opinion,  that  the 
colonies  will  be  foon  abfoiute.ly  free;  and 
they  give  rne  a  look  of  incredulity,  and 
a  fignificant  (hake  of  the  head,  when  I 
alfure  them  that  all  will  teffniaatc  quiet¬ 
ly;  thst'Bofton  rouft  fubmit,  and  that  go- 
yemment  have  un^ormly  e mbruCed  the 
tnoft  gentle,  mild,  and  parental  rnea- 
fures,  confident  with  legidation  and  fulyir 
ordioatioD ;  sfod  tbc.fpirit

»  “  There  is  no  face  of  induftry  or  bufi* 
refs  here;  and  Copenhagen,  though  one 
of  the  fineft  ports  in  the  world,  cm  boaft 
of  little  commerce.  The  public  places 
arc  hlled  with  officers  either  in  the  land 
or  fea  fervice,  and  they  appear  to  confti- 
tute  three-fourths  of  the  audience  at  the 
comedy  and  the  opera.’  The  number  of 
forces  are,  indeed,  much  too  large  for 
this  little  kingdom,  which  has  not  been 
engigtd  in  war  thefe  fifty  years.  I’hey 
can  boaft,  ’lis  true,  a  vaft  extent  of  domi-

They 
pay  every  thing  in  paper  ;  and  if  you  lofc 
a  linple  dolLr  at  the  card-table,  or  the 
billiard-iabic,  it  gi\fn  in  a  bill.  I  re¬ 
ceived  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred 
tix-dullars  yefterday  morning,  and  nut  a

The  grand  fait  wtlmififToem  in  parti* 
cuhr.'is  in  this  ftilc.  The  hangings, 
which  arc  hot  ill  executed,  reprefent  the  • 
vifious  a6ions  by  fca  a\id  land,  which 
divcifified  the  antieni  wars  brtween  tbi^ 
Swedes  and  Danes,'  who  feem  always  to 
have  had  the  fame  n^^iional  rivalftttp  and 
animufity,  which  the  French  and  Englifh 
arc  diftinguilhed  for  in  Europe,  ard 
which  it  is  prt  biblc  they  will  ever  in 
fome  dtgree  retain.*  At  one  end  of  this 
grand  apartment  are  three  filver  lions 
large  as  the  life,  who  feem,  by  the  fero* 
city  and  rudenefs  of  their  appearand?, 
defigned  to  chaiaderize  the  age  and  na¬ 
tion  in  w  hich  they  were  caft.  It  is  a  fort 
of  ravage  magnificence,  'which'  ftrikes 
more  etieminatc  and’  luxurious  tiroes 
with  wonder,  to  iutroduce  fueb  fonnk 
into  a  bauqueting-room  of  date.'  Here 
arc  fevcr.il  fn.all  cabinets  full  of  curious 
rarities,  which  the  v.srious  fovereigns  of 
Denmark  have  fiicceflivcly  ‘  Collected, 
and  left  to’  their  pofterity.  Many  of 
them  are  intrinficaliy' valuable^  others, 
onlv  prtlerved’from  tome  event  or  acci* 
dtr.t  connected  with  ihem.

It  ii!^  covered  with  pearls, 
i'iaii  oiid>,  and  other  precious  ftones^ 
and  the  ipurv  are  of  g  'Id,' enriched  with  \ 
jewels.  The  coat  wtirn  by  the  king, 
and  a  light  helnKt  on  the  fame  occafion;

got  the  turn  at  which  it  was  then  tfti* 
mated  ;  bra  you  may  cafily  fuppofe  it  to 
be  imn.ei.lo.  They  tuclerve  like  wife, 
with  great  care,  a  ha.*dkerchief  of  this 
prirce  dyed  wii^.  his  blood,  from  ^ 
wound  he  nctived  by  a  ball  which  de* 
priMd  him  of  an  eye.

charadfer  of  Charles  11.  like  the 
X  tranfaiflions  of  his  reign,  has  affu- 
med  various  appearances,  in  proportion 
to  the  paflTioni  and  prejudices  of  diflfc- 
cent  writers.  The  nation  being  long 
divided  into  two  parties,  hidory  became 
an  engine  of  fadtiori  more  than  the  ve- 
bicle^of  truth.  The  adherents  of  the 
crown,  the  favourers  of  the  fuccedion  in 
the  antient  line,  have  covered  ads  of 
folly,  and  indances  of  defpotilm,  with 
pROegyric.  The  fupporters  of  the  reyo- 
klUoa  have  done  their  bed  to  iiifure 
their  own  caufe,  by  fuppohng  that  it  re¬ 
quired  to  be  judihed  by  the  mifreprefen- 
tRiioos  and  bdtons  of  party.  To  deer 
betwixt  the  two  extremes  is  the  dired 
path  to  truth  in  the  charader  of  this 
prince,  and  the  hiftory  of  his  reign.  To 
affirm  that  he  was  a  great  and  a  good 
king,  would  be  as  onjuft  at  to  alledgc 
that  he  was  deditute  qf  all  virtue,  and  a 
bloody  and  inhuman  tyrant.  The  in-

fortunet,  became  after  war, ds  the 
qi  the  nation.  Had  be  joined -the 
tioo  of  poweri  and  the  perfeveraoce  aai 
attention  of  bis  brother,  to  bi*  own  im* 
fintiating  and  engaging  addrefs,  be  mighg 
have  (ccurcd  his  own  repiitation  with 
writers,  by  enflaviag  them  with  the  ma* 
lion. 

In  his  perfon  he  was  tall  and  wc9 
made.  Hit  complexion  was  darks  the 
lines  of  his  face  drong  and  harili,  whew 
(ingly  traced;  but,  when  bis  fcaturet 
were  comprchcncUd  to  one  view,  they 
appeared  dignibed,  and  even  pI«fRUng* 
In  Che  motions  of  his  perfon  be  was  car 
ify,  graceful,  and  firm.  His  coodituticii 
was  drong,  and  communicated  an  a^ive 
vigour  to  all  his  Iimhs.  Though  a  lo¬ 
ver  of  cafe  of  mind,  he  was  fond  of  bo¬ 
dily  exercilc.  He  rofc  early,  he  walked 
much,  he  mixed  with  the  mcaoeft  of  hit 
fubjedt,  and  joined  in  their  converCitio% 
without  diininilhing  hit  own  dignity,  or 
raifing  their  prefumption.  He  was  ac¬ 
quainted  lyith  many  perfont  in  the  lower 
ftations  of  life*  He  captivated  theoi 
with  fprightly  turns  of  hnmour,  ani 
with  a  kind  c^good  natured  wit,  which 
rendered  them  pleafed  with  themfelvet. 
His  guards  only  attended  him  ubon  pub¬ 
lic  occafions.  He  took  air  frequently  i«i 
company  with  a  lingle  friend;  aod'tho* 
crowds  f^ollowed  him,  it  was  more  from 
a  wifh  to  attrad  his  notice  than  from  an 
idle  curioTity.  When  evidence  of  de- 
(igns  agaiiift  his  life  was  daily  exhibited 
before  the  courts  .‘of  jqftice,  he  changed 
not  his ‘manner  of  appearing  in  public. 
It  wasToon  after. the  Rye  bowfe  plot  waa 
difedvered,  he  is  faid  to  have  been  fe- 
verc  on  his  brother*!  charade,  when  he 
exhibited  a  ftriking  feature  of  hfs  pwa. 
^THc  duke  returning  fronV'  hunting, . 
with  his  guards,  found  the  king  one 
in  Hydc-paik*  He  exprclTed’  his 'fur- 
prife  how  bis  majefty  could  venture  hiy 
perfon  alone  at  fuch  a  perilous ‘time 
**  James  (replied  the  king],'  take  care  of 
yourl'clf,  and  1  am  fafe.  No  -iii 
England  will  kill  ntf,  to  make  jroii  kihg.!* 
When  he  was  oppofed  with  much  vio¬ 
lence  in  parliament,  he  oontinued  the 
mikl  popular  man  in  the  kingdom*  Hi# 
good  breeding  as  i  gentlemao  overcame 
the  opinion  conceived  of  hi#  faults  a#  a 
king.  Hit  aft'abOity,  bis  eafy  addrgfik 
his  attentipn  to  the  very  (^judkf#  of

of  all  thf  arts  of  his  cnfmi«  to  inflame 
the  vulf  ir.  Thrir  incxprcflible  affc<ftion 
for  his  perlon,  nf  on  the  difeovery  of  the 
intendfd  aflafin'atioii  at  the  Rye-houfe, 
contributed  much  more  th^n  the  ma- 
P*’’ly  lay  the  confti- 
tuUon  in  ruins  at  hib  feet. 

lie  i^  faul,  and  with  reafon,  to  hare 
died  opportunely  for  hi?  country.  Had 
Lis  life  txtci  ded  to  the  number  of  years 
which  the  P.rcugth  of  his  conflitution 
feemed  to  premite,  the  nation  would  have 
loft  all  memory  of  their  liberties  in  his  po- 
ptlariiv.

U\srfa*iL\  April  7. 

'^'^HE  Ktcatclt  part  of  the  afts 
i  which  p-illVd  at  the  delegation 
met  \vi*h  a  very  fpirilid  opprfition 
at  the  Diet.  I'hc  delegates  have  been 
aecultd  of  being  bribed  by  the  fo¬ 
reign  couitp,  and  particularly  in  the  late 
treaty  of  commerce;  .<nd  it  is  fuppofed 
that,  notwiihftanding  the  menaces  of  the 
TieigUbouring  power.  ,  all  the  fnits  marie 
by  the  delegates  wiil  be  fet  atide,  which 
will  create  new  irowbles.  The  diet  has 
petitioned  the  king  that  he  will  be  plea- 
ffd  to  dtclarc  his  opinion  cb  thofe  ads, 
which  his  majefty  ha?  coufeuted  to  do  as 
foon  a?  the  reading  of  the  faid  ad  is  o- 
ver;  and  the  whole  i;aticn  is  anxious  to 
learn  the  king’s  declaration.  The  ccurli 


of  Berlin  and  Vienna  continue  to  put  fc- 
vcral  ubftacles  in  the  w'ay,  in  order  to 
delay  the  divilion  of  the  territories;  on 
which  account  count  Bran*ky,  grand  gc*  • 
neral  of  Poland,  has  made  a  very  ner¬ 
vous  fpeech  in  full  diet,  in  which  he. 
challenged  the  nation  to  determine  their, 
territories  with  iword  in  hand,  conclu¬ 
ding  iu  the  following  words:  “  Let  US, 
like  other  nations,  when  opprelfcd,  try 
the  fuccefs  of  arms:  let  us  not  tremble 
tor  the  found  of  two  iiuridred  thouianct. 
enemies;  for  they  will  fight  as  flaves,  at' 
hired  luffians,  but  we  lliall  fight  for  the 
glorious  caufe  of  liberty  and  the  mother- 
country  :  if  we  fuccecd,  we  (hall  fet  an 
example  to  other  nations  bent  under  the 
yoke  of  lyrarny,  and  wc  ftiall  be  free  ; 
and  if  wc  fall,  let  hiftory  hand  it  to  pofte- . 
rity.  that  wc  fought  and  fell  in  defence  of. 
libeity;  t!»at  wc  did  prefi  r  dying  free¬ 
men  tu  living  flaves.”  The  fcvcral  fpi-^ 
riled  fpeeche?  that  have  been  delivered' 
have  actually  roufed  the  Ipiiit  of  the 
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et,  and  notes  have  been  delivered  to  the 
niiniiters  of  the  three  united  power!  of  a 
very  fpirited  nature*** 

GERMANY. 

Vienna,  April  8.  “  Although  it 

cannot  be  faid  that  the  troubles  in  B»)hc- 
inia  arc  intirely  appealed,  yet  it  is  not  to 
be  doubted  but  that  they  will  ftK)n,  by 
the  wife  mearurei  the  court  has  taken. 
Tranquillity  already  reigns  in  fome  parts, 
even  where  the  rebellion  was  holteft,  by 
the  good  management  of  general  Oliver 
Wallis,  who  has  caufed  fcvcral  of  the  re¬ 
bels  to  be  hanged,  and  taken  two  of  their 
chiefs  who  were  formerly  officers,  and 
two  others  arcclofely  purfued,  who  had 
been  captains  in  our  troops,  and  broke 
for  thoir  bad  conduct.  One  rebel  has 
bem  likewifc  hanged  at  Prague.  The 
lafl  letters  from  Bohemia  mention,  that 
the  rel)eli  have'  plundered  i6  cattles, 
which  belong  to  noblemen  who  Itudied 
to  make  the  pcafauts  as  happy  as  pnf- 
fible ;  among  the  reft  that  of  count  Er- 
neft  ilarrach,  who,  when  the  famine  and 
contagious  (icknefs  reigned  in  Bohemia, 
built  an  hofpital  for  the  pcarants,and  fup* 
plied  them  with  corn  and  every  thing 
they  wanted,  which  coft  him  upwards  of 
40,000  imperial  florins.  Tl*ey  treated 
the  countefs  of  Britfchinfky,  who  had 
juft  lain  in,  in  a  moft  cruel  manner, 
dragging  her  out  of  bed,  and  throwing 
her  child  at  her  feet,  then  faw  them  die 
in  extreme  mifery.  The  countefs  de  la 
Motte  likewife  died  of  a  fright.  The 
fame  letters  add,  that  thofe  peafants  who 
have  not  abfo'utcly  entered  into  the  re¬ 
bellion,  refufe  to  work,  pretending  that  if 
they  did,  their  neighbours  would  plun* 
dcr  their  habitations.” 

ITALY. 

Bajlia,  March  31.  “A  brifle  fkir- 
mifh  happened  a  few  days  ago  between 
the  French  troops  and  Zampigliano's 
company,  who,  by  favour  of  the  night, 
had  the  good  fortune  to  efcape  with  a 
fmall  party  of  his  people.  The  coafts  of

I'lie  rabble  p.iradcd  the  ftreets 
for  three  days  after  this  hi  rrible  malTa- 
cre,  with  the  heads  rf  the  count  and  his 
unfuitur.Ate  companions,  llrck  on  fpears, 
botue  l>cfore  them,  to  tin-  pieat  terror  of 
the  whole  citv.— Our  countryman,  the 
eelebrtted  Mr  Wortlr?  Montague,Iis  ex¬ 
pected  here  every  day,  the  grand  fignor 
having  confenerl  the  title  cf  Emir  on 
him.  A  molt  magnificent  boute,  and  a 
complete  eftabbn.ment,  arc  already  pre¬ 
pared  for  his  reception,  fo  that  he  is  not 
unlikely  to  fix  here  at  lafl,  and  end  bit 
dsya'araorf  bis  fasoaritc  people.  It  is 
;i£crtcd  that  the  graod  (ijtnigr  ^aa,  for 


fome  time  pafl,correfponded  with  him  in 
his  own  hand.**  »• 

A  letter  from  Rome,  dated  April  5, 
fays,  Every  thing  changes  appearances 
here  in  favour  of  the  Ex  Jefuiis;  and 
the  public  are  very  much  aftoniihed 
at  the  conduiJt  of  the  Pope  toward  ihefc 
religious.  Mod  fenfible  people  fear  this 
coiidud  may  be  of  fcrioiu  confequence 
to  the  holy  fee.  The  fcqueftration  of  part 
of  the  ecclefiaftical  eltates,  and  ihe  for¬ 
mal  declaration  of  the  courts  and  houfe 
cf  Bourbon,  regarding  the  fupprefled  fo- 
ciety,  arc  too  recent  for  any  one  to  ima¬ 
gine  they  will  approve  of  what  the  Pope 
is  daily  doing.  The  fovereign  poutifT 
has  not  only  granted  the  Ex  Jefuits  more 
liberty  in  thecadle  of  St  Angelo,  but  hat 
ordered  that  they  Oiould  be  for  the  fu¬ 
ture  treated  with  great  mildncfs.  He  ts 
daily  revoking  fome  of  the  (fo  called) 
lurpri/ing  graces  of  the  late  pope.  He 
'has  by  a  refer ipt,  and  not  by  the  college 
de  rebuj  jefuitarum  agenduntf  gran¬ 
ted  the  Ex -Jefuits  leave  to  pi  each,  to 
confefs,  and  to  refume  the  rilier  fiin^i- 
ons  of  the  holy  miuillry.  They  now  on¬ 
ly  want  the  habit.  The  abbot  Hertz, 
Ex-Jefuit  and  confe/Hir  to  the  elector  of 
Saxony,  who,  during  the  late  pontificate, 
in  vain  endeavoured  to  be  confirmed  a- 
pfOoiical  vicar  in  that  electorate,  has 
bvcn  rr.ure  fortunate  during  the  prefent 
’lign,  a  biitf  being  ndually  difp.atched 
to  him,  which  confirms  him  in  that  po(t. 
It  is  likewife  reported,  that  it  has  been 
intimated  to  the  Ex-gencrrl  abbot  Ricci, 
that  his  c.tulc  w’ouid  be  decided  after 
Eafler.  All  this  fee  ms  to  dilpleafe  the 
minirterfr  of  the  above-mentioned  courts, 
w  1)0  have  held  feveral  conferences,  no 
do<.bt,in  order  to  inform  their  fovereignt 
ot  I  f  ':  manner  in  which  they  here  treat 
file  remains  of  a  fociety,  which,  while  it 
hibfdled,  caufed  as  much  indigitation  as 
alliimihirent.” 

According  to  authentic  accoimts  from

They  write  frona  Leghorn,  that  the 
male-contenii  of  Corfica  lately  aOcmbled, 
to  the  amount  of  3000,  in  different  par¬ 
ties,  well  armed,  and  ^gan  hoftilities  in 
three  quarter!  of  the  ifland  occupied  by 
the  French. 

Ttiey  write  from  Gibraltar  that  four 
M  >orilh  corfairg,  on  board  of  one  of 
which  wag  an  admiral,  were  lately  lod  in 
a  g.\le  of  wind  within  a  few  leagues  of 
CcMita,  and  all  their  crewg  perifhed. 

From  Madrid  we  learn,  that  orders 
have  been  iffued  for  a  general  axmament, 
and  that  orders  were  given  at  the  visual- 
ling  office  for  40,000  quintals  of  bifcuiti 
to  be  ready  towards  the  latter  end  of  this 
month. 

On  Saturday  a  meffenger  arrived  with 
fome  difpatches  from  the  earl  of  Gran¬ 
tham,  his  majefty’s  ambaffador  at  the 
court  of  Madrid ;  his  orders  were  to  de¬ 
liver  the  difpatches  into  the  king’s  own 
hands;  in  confcqucuce  of  which  he  fet 
off  fur  Kewy  and  met  his  majefty  on  the 
road,  returning  from  thence  to  town. 

Tranfadions  of  a  very  extraordinary 
nature,  it  is  faid,  have  been  lately  difeo- 
vered  to  have  paffed  between  certain 
Butch  merchants  and  fome  of  the  leading 
patriots  in  the  province  of  New-York, 
which  will  exhibit  the  rebellious  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  their  patriotic  adherents  in  a 
very  ridiculous  point  of  view'. 

Private  advices  from  the  Hague  pofi- 
tivcly  affures  us,  that  four  Dutch  veffels 
failed  from  the  Texcl  the  firft  week  io  A- 
pril,  laden  with  arms,  powder  and  mill* 
tary  ftorcs.  The  cargoes  were  entered 
outwards  for  the  coaft  of  Africa,  but 
there  is  not  a  perfon  vvho  knew  of  theaf- 
fortment,  particularly  in  the  article  of 
powder,  that  is  not  perfe^ly  convinced 
that  they  arc  intended  for  the  Britifh  A- 
inerican  colonies.
